Special 
SPRINGFIELD, III., 
the day was the discussion, in the Senate, of 
Bash’s bill to secure for the City of Chicago the 
pro rata share of the school fund of the Town of 
Cicero that belongs to that part of the town that 
has been annexed to the city. The bill provides 
that, whenever, by the extension of the terri- 
torial limits of any incorporation or town in 
which the common schools are under the con- 
trol and management of a Board af Education, 
any part of a school township has been included 
in and become a part of such dty or 
town, the Board of Education of such city or 
town shall be entitled te have and receive out 
of the school fund arising from the section of 
such township in which such township is located 
a certain part of said fund. In order to ascer- 
tain the proportion due to such city or town, the 
Board of Education of such city or town 
shall, on or before the third Monday 
of September in each year, ascertain and report 
to the Trustees of Schools of the township in 
which such annexed territory is located the 
number of persons under the age of 21 years re- 
siding in the territory so annexed; provided, 
that if such territory has heretofore been an- 
nexed and is now a part of any such city or 
town, then the Board of Education shall make 
the first report as aforesaid within thirty days 
after the passage of this act. There is 
NOTHING ON THE FACE OF THE BILL 

to distinguish it from any other piece of local 
legislation. There is nothing to make it a bit 
less insignificant than a half-hundred other bills 
pending in either House. It was the discussion 


that made it eventful, and the sequel to the dis- 


cussion made it the event of the session. 

Mr. Bash explained that, by the extension of 
the territory of the city, about two-thirds of the 
population of the Town of Cicero had become 
inhabitants of Chicago, and the city, therefore, 
was entitled to about that proportion of the 
Sixteenth Section fund of Cicero. The bill had 
been sent here by the Board of Education to 


effect that purpose. 

MR. ROBINSON, OF COOK,

rupted Mr. Bash several times todoso. He 
was called to order by Mr. Robinson, of Taze- 


well.

Since the 
appearance of the latter work, many 
students of Nature have been engaged in 
investigating the secrets of the fertilization of 
plants, and much valuable light has been 
thrown upon the inviting subject. Mr. Darwin 
has given more or less time to experiments in 
this direction during the last thirty-seven years. 
An interesting section of his work on Animals 
and Plants under Domestication,” gave many 
curious results of his observations, and the book 
now before us states the evidences gained by 
elven years’ study of the question with part icu- 
lar reterence to the effects of close interbreed- 
ing, and to other points connected with the sub- 
guct of heredity. ä 

The bulk of this last volume is devoted toa 
detailed account of the experiments practiced 
with plants, and of the testimony on various 
points which these have afforded. Every one 
who knows anything of Mr. Darwin's methods 
of study will understand how cautiously his 
investigations were conducted, and with what 
ecrupuious pains and honesty their ucts 
were noted. The popular reader will satis- 
fied to resign to the ical botanist on ex- 
amination of this portion of the book, and give 
exclusive heed to the nal chapters, which sum 
up the discoveries made, the conclusions 
to which they have led.

Many species will not bear seed unless they are 
f by pollen from other flowers; and, 
gain, many s continue fertile and luxu- 
riant, aithough for generations the flowers re- 
ceive none but their own pollen. There is an 
infinite diversity in the habits of plants ih this 
respect; pevertheiess, it is conclusively shown 
that, in the greater number of cases, the seed is 
more plentiful,and the seediings are stronger 
when cross-fertilization has been effected.

is beneficial that the sexual elements should be 
differet.tiated to acertain extent, and why, if 
the differentiation be carried stil) further, in- 
jury follows,” still remains a mystery challeng- 
ing continued investigation. It is an extraor- 
dinary fact,” says Mr. Darwin, “that, with 
many species, flowers fertilized with their own 
pollen are either absolutely or in some degree 
sterile; if fertilized with llen from another 
flower on the same plant, they are some- 
times, though rarely, a little more fertile; if 
fertilized with pollen from another indi- 


pollen from a distinct species, they are 
sterile in all possible degrees, until utter sterili- 
tyis reached. We thus have a long series with 
absolute sterility at the two ends,—at one end 
due to the sexual elements not having been suf- 
ficiently differentiated, and at the other end to 
their having been differentiated in too great a 
degree, or in some peculiar manner. it 
is 8 inconceivable why some individuals 
of the same species sbould be sterile, whilst 
others are fully fertile with their own pollen; 
and why the individuals of some species 
should be even more fertile with pollen ma 
distinct species than with their own pollen. And 
so it is with many other facts, which are so ob- 
scure that we stand in awe before the mystery 
of lite.“ 

Tne agriculturist will be able to profit by some 
of the conclusions at which Mr. Darwin has ar- 
rived in these studies. Among other things, he 
may learn that crops will be improved by sow- 
ing seed produced in adifferent locality, in alter- 
nate rows, with seed of the same sort grown on 
the spot. The intercrossing of the two stocks 
by this means will result in a far better yield 
than where all the seed has been raised under 
the same conditions. The breeder of stock is 
told that the pairing of animals whichare closely 
related may be praciiced wita excellent results, 
provided the individuals have been raised on 
distant and differentiv-situated farms, whereby 
the differences in their constitution have been 
increased and the lixenesses lessened. As some 
plants suffer more than others from close inter- 
breeding, so it no doubt is with some animals. 
In both cases the effect is deterivration of gen- 
eral vigor, including fertility, with no necessary 
loss of excellence of form. 

Like the vious two or three books of Mr. 
Darwin, this last is less attractive to the general

VICTOR HUGO’S NEW POEM. 
New York Tribune. 

We have received, by the last European mail, 
from the author himself, an early cony of Victor 
Hugo's new poem, La Legende des Siecia—** The 
Legend of the Ages.” It is published in two 
octavo volumes, containing, in all, 714 pages, or 
about 10,000 lines of verse. Coming from an 
author who has already passed his 75th birth- 
day, and who announces, on the back of these 
volumes, three more new works, A Poem: 
The Art of Being Grandfather,“ to be pub- 
lished in May, 1877; “ The History of the Crime 
of the Second of December,“ to be published in 
October, 1877; and “Poetry: The Complete 
Lyre “ ( Toute (@ Lyre), to be published in Feb- 
ruary, 1878,—tBey give evidence of a phenome- 
nal productiveness, an activity of creative intel- 
lect, which far surpasses anything told us of 
Sophocles or the Persian Saadi. Nay, the one sen- 
tence of preface to this “ Legend of the Ages.“ 
dated the 2th of February, only three 
weeks ago, quictly says: “The completion of 
the | amend of the Ages will be shortly pub- 
lished, provided that the end of the author does 
pot take place before the end of the work.” 
Therefore, this great collection of epic frag- 
ments is not yet complete! But, in fact, the 
conception of the work, and a portion of its 
contents, are already twent old. In 1859, 
Victor Hugo published The Legend of the 
Ages in two yolumes,—not the present poem, 
but one entirely similar in design. In his pref- 
ace thereto he indicated that it was the first

_ TURTLE-EGGS. 

Forest and Stream contains a lively account of 
“ Turtle-Egging at the Gulf of Mexico,“ which 
gives some notes regarding the habits of turtles 
at what thewriter terms the crawling season, 
which one might hunt long for without finding 
in our ordinary manuals of zoology. The spe- 
cies of turtle about which the account is written 
is popularly called the Loggerhead (Chelonia 
caouana). Its home is in the ocean, but it comes 
up on the beach in the 
in the sand. It frequ®hts the shores of the 
United States all along the Gulf of Mexico and 
as far north asthe Carolinas. Its flesh is es- 
teemed good eating, and its eggs are much 
sought as a delicacy for the table. The adult 
Loggerhead weighs frem 250 to 700 pounds, and 
the shell sometimes measures forty-two inches 
in length by thirty-four in width. 

The writer of the article on egging states that 
he has found the nest of the Loggerhead in March, 
but this was as far south as Charlotte Harbor. . 
Usually this turtle does not lay abundantly until 
the full moon of June and July. The writer con-

ANTS. 

At a recent meeting of the London Linnzan 
Society, Sir John Lubbock read Part IV. of his 


extension of his observations seems to confirm 
his conclusions that this insect has in certain 
respects much less sagacity than has been popu- 
larly attributed to it. A party of ants with 
which he was experimenting had been for hours 
traversing a certain route to a deposit of larvae 
which they were transporting to their nest. On 
creating an interval of only three-tenths of an 
inch in this route between the larvz and the 
nest, the ants were completely baffled, although 
it was perfectly easy for them to have got over 
the interval, either by a drop from above or by 
bridging the distance from below. They ap- 
parently had not sense enough to discover how 
to surmount the difficulty. 
One industrious specimen, which Sir John re- 
—s placed in solitary confinement in a 

ttle for hours, and once for days, would in- 
stantly on being released resume work at the 
transportation of larve, although it had been 
previously kept on short commons. Ants of 
one nest proved to know each other perfectly 
well. Even after a separation of a year they 
would recogpize and receive each other amica- 
7 On the other hand, strangers, particularly 
of the species Lasius flavus, are almost invaria- 
bly attacked and maltreated, even when intro- 
duced in the mixed company of old friende. 
Sir John concludes that the ant is defective in 
sight. As evidence of this, when food was 
shifted a very little from the place near the nest 
where the ants were accustomed to go for it, 
they would wander about, takiug the most cir- 
cuitous and mazy routes, and were from a few 
minutes to balf an bour discovering the direct 
road from the food to the nest.

The Amazon ants (Folyergus 
ruf escers) absolutely require a slave assistant to 
clean, dress, and feed them. They will rather 
pear of hunger than feed themselves, although 
ood be close athand. Sir John finds that some 
new Diptera of the genus Phoride are parasitic 
on English ants. A curious blind wood-touse 
(Platyartus Hoffmansegu) is allowed house-room 
as a kind of scavenger, but very little notice is 
taken of it. 

—— 
STONE RIVERS. 
In the Falkiand Islands there occurs a nat- 
ural phenomenon which has not so striking a 
development in any other part of the world. It 
consists of a series of Stone Rivers, which are 
found in nearly all the valleys in the East 
Island. They are from a few hundred yards to 
a mile or so in width, and are composed of ac- 
cumulations of blocks of quartzite, of an irreg- 
ular form, and from two to twenty feet long, 
and about haif as wide. ‘These rivers of stone 
look at a distance like giaciers, and like 
them are fed by tributary streams, and 
seem to be flowing toward the sea. The stones 
are worn smooth on the surtace by the action of 
the atmospbere, are alinost clear of soil, and are 
mainly covered with a thin, tough, white lichen, 
that gives them the appearance of being coated 
with ice. Under the stones in the bed of their 
channel, a stream of water may generally be 
heard on its way to the sea, and sometimes a 
ray of sunlight, piercing through the interstices 
between the irregularly-piled blocks, evolves a 
brilliant flash of reflected light. 
Sir C. Wyville Thompson has attempted in a 
paper in Nature to account for this singu- 

lar phenomenon. In the ridges surrounding the 
valleys there occur bands of quartzite of un- 
equal hardness. In course of time the solter 
ds disintegrate, allowing the harder blocks 
to fall out upon the sloping hillside. A num- 
ber of causes unite toimpel the accumulating 
masses to creep slowly down the slopes of even 
the slightest inclination. One of these is the 
alternate expansion and contraction of the soil 
by moist and dry weather, which induces a 
gradual sliding down the descent, while the 
rains wash away all the earth that adheres to the 
blocks. An enormous length of time must 
have been consumed in the creation by this slow

with composure. The preventive and remedy is, 
first of all, perfect cleanliness. The child should 
be washed with a bit of soft sponge or a fine piece 
of muslin or linen, and this washing should not be 
done ina slipshod, careless fashion, but witha 


irritation, and it should be repeated often enough 
to keep the surface clean. Im drying the skin, 
especial care should be taken to remove every par- 
ticle of moisture from all the flexures of the body, 
and this should be done, not roughly, but with a 
gentle hand. I don't like to see a nurse wash the 
baby’s face the wrong way or let the soapy water 
run into his eyes or ears. This is actually injurious 
and should never be permitted. See that eyes, 
ears, and mouth are kept clean. Use as little soap 
as possible and that of the finest kina, and Wave it 
well washed off with pure water. If rain-wateréen 
be had for the bath. so much the better. After the 
surface is well dried, any of the harmless powders 
in general use may be employed wita a view of pre- 
venting chafing or excoriations which, however, 
will rarely occur if perfect cleanliness by the prdp- 
er methods be secured. in the case of a sick child, 
when the skin inclines to be tender at those points 
where pressure is made, washing with dilated cam- 
phor water 1s of great service. But sick children 
should not be allowed to lie long in one position, 
and the couch should be made as smooth and free 
from inequalities as possible. When there is any 
cerebral disorder, or any disease accompanied by 
much heat in the head, something else than a 
feather pillow should be used. I know of nothing 
so good as a pillow made of finely shredded corn 
husks. Young infants in sickness may lle on this 
pillow, covered in winter with a bianket and in 
summer by a folded sheet, to their own great ad- 
vantage and the ease of the nurse. If, in spite of 
care, chafing and excoriations occur, the parts 
may be washed with glycerine and Water 
(one tablespoonful of glycerine to a 
cup of warm water). Use only glycerine
